was a sixty days respite from the law 
passed in 1897 providing that divorced 
persons could not marry in this state 
within one year of the date of secur- 
ing a divorce, 


'fhe law of 1897 was repealed In 6r- 


der to let the new law relating to the 
intertoeutoiy decree become effective 
^s framed in the assembly, the new- 
law was to become operative imme- 
cll itely upon its passage, but when 
the measure got into the senate it was 
discovered that it could not be made 
oierative at once, without conflicting
